Slump in Prices Fails to 
Make Thanksgiving 
Birds Move. 


CRUSADE ON HIGH 


PRICES CONTINUES 


Louisville Latest City to 
Organize Fight on Food- 
stuff Figures. 


Chicago, Nov. 30.—Despite yesterday's 
sudden slump in the retail and wholesale 
markets fewer turkeys were served on 
Chicago tables today than on any Thanks- 
giving day for years, dealers asserted- 
A 
few firms open this morning quoted prices 
4 and 5 cents a pound below yesterday's 
high point, the i)irds selling at whole- 
sale at from 25 to 27 cents a pound and 
the retail prices of the small dealers rang- 
ing from 28 to 35 cents a pound with 
comparatively 
few buyers. 
Other fowl 
also dropped in price but the declines 
were less sharp than those on turkeys. 


Reports indicated that a number of tur- 
key raisers who shipped last week when 
turkeys brought around 32 cents a pound 
in the wholesale market and whose car- 
load lots arrived just as the slump set 
in, were ordering their live birds back 
rather, than sell them at the low prices. 


Merchants pointed out that the crest 
of the demand has been reached and 
attributed the slump to the disinclination 
of dealers to carry the fowls over, while 
many consumers asserted that the ac- 
tivities of the various organizations which 
have been urging housewives not to pur- 
chase turkeys at the high prices were 
responsible.

Acetylene Lighting Plant 
Lets Go, With Disastrous 
Results. 


As the result of injuries received when 
the acetylene lighting plant on his farm 
exploded at 9 o'clock Wednesday .even- 
ing, Louis Watterson, a farmer living 
near Wesley chapel, five miles south of 
Churubusco, died at 5 o'clock Thursday 
morning at the Lutheran hospital.

was removed to the institution Wednes-

was serious. 
The deceased .was forty- 
two years of age. 


His wife, who was with him at tha 
time of the explosion, had a miraculous 
escape and sufl'ered nothing worse than 
slight burns about the face.

For 
that matter, how many knew the true 
significance ot this delightful custom? 


Tihe father of the a&y. tne pTous old 
Governor Bradford, thought It would 
be a great thdng if the folk of Ply- 
mouth should eat together when the 
frost was on the pumpkin and the fod- 
der was In the shoclc. 


Not being a vegetarian, and Chicago 
dressed, beef not 
yet 
coming 
into 
vogue, he commanded the colony's val- 
iant sons to go into the lorests and 
S'hoot a sufflcient mess of venison and 
wild turkey. 


Next arose the problem of a com- 
mon 
eating 
place. 
But that solved 
itself, 
for colonial Masachusetts had 
but one common place of 
adequate 
community assembly, the outdoors. 


So the wa'ld turkeys, duly stuffed and 
baked, and the venison were 
taken, 
with 
fitting 
accompaniments 
under 
the trees and joyously dispatched at a 
feast for all, including King Massasoit 
and ninety friendly Indians. 
So well 
did they enjoy the common feast that 
they kept it up for three days, con- 
suming also, we fear, quite a quantity 
of strong waters. 


It was not, therefore, as with us, pri- 
marily a family, but a community func- 
tion; the nearest that the pious pil- 
grims could come to a democratic fes- 
tival. When we modify it to a service 
in a sectarian church and a spread 
around a family board, we reduce the 
fine old function to less than its origi- 
nal intent.

The idea of a home "embargo" on food, 
as advanced by the National House- 
wives' League, is not new. 
If carried 
far enough it may persuade certain in- 
terests that there is power in passive 
resistance. 
The proposal contemplates 
personal restraint, disappointing to the 
appetite, perhaps, but salutary for thu 
pocketbook. It is suggested that organ- 
izations be formed lor the purpose of 
combating a rising market; 
that 
is, 
when butter goes to 50 cents a pound 
or more, consumers should agree not to 
buy it. This may be hard on the corner 
gr¿cer, who does not deserve all 
the 
abuse that has been his. 


This kind of "embargo" means merely 
the extension of a common practice. 
It 
iq applied to luxnries or nonessentials 
everv day of the year. It is difficult to 
apply to food only because we all need 
to cat, and it is hard to go hungry when 
wo have the price of the desired article, 
even though the price is high. 
The vir- 
tue in this idea lies in self-denial. 
The 
high cost of living has compelled fami- 
lies who have been free spenders to re- 
trench.

Many of us cat 
less meat than in the days when we 
were almost ashamed to call for liver, 
and when a soupbone of great size could 
be had for 6 cents. 
It should he possi- 
ble to follow the 
same tactics 
with 
many other articles of food. The diet- 
itians weary us with their expert sug- 


gestions, valuable enough in their way. 
but wholly incapable of pleasurable ap- 
plication. 
Still it is good to practice a 
little more self-denial. 


The effort to amend habit may be ac- 
companied by 
certain 
reluctance, but 
real benefit, such as eating wholesome 
food which formerly did not appeal to 
us. 
The high price of turkey presents 
an opportunity to break with habit and 
tradition. What is a Thanksgiving din- 
ner without a tiu-key? 
Only what we 
make of it. Thanksgiving may be made 
the occasion of a feast 
without 
the 
spirit of the day, or of a very ordinary 
meal and yet be ideal. 
But considering 
the question purely as a matter of gas- 
tronomic pleasure there are many who 
fee] that this may be obtained without 
turkey. 
An 
"embargo" that 
springs 
from thrift is likely to prove more ef- 
fr-ctivp and lasting than any other kind.

Berlin, Nov. 30.—^In an address to the 
reichstag yesterday, in Introducing the 
man power biil, OhanceiTor von Beth- 
mann-Holweg 
again announced

Germany was ready to end the war by 
a peace guaranteeing the existence and 
future of the nation. 


In presenting the bill providing for 
compulsoiT service of civilians for war 
purposes, the chancellor spoke in re- 
gard to the military situation and the 
purposes of the measure. 
It was the 
chancellor's 60th birthday and his desk 
was decorated with 
flowers. 
"The war 
continues, with its destructive forces," 
the chancellor said. 
"Accordingly our 
enemies desire it. 
They celebrated the 
past summer as a period of victory. 
But they 
did 
not 
obtain what they 
wanted. 
Our lines are unbroken and 
Rumania, 
through 
which 
a 
great 
change of events was expected, is now 
atoning for what she did. 
God has 
helped us up to the present. 
He will 
help us further. 


"The alniast superhuman 
heroism 
of 
our troops tvhich cannot be e.xpressed in 
words of thanks and our clear conscience, 
since we. the first and onlv ones, Avere 
ready and are ready to end the war by 
a peace guaranteeing our existence and 
our future—they give us moral right to 
.such confidence. 


"But gentlemen this right ought not 
to make us forget duty. 
Our enemies 
do not yet desire peace. 
They have su- 
perior number.s at their 
command 
and 
almost the whole world delivers war ma- 
terial to them." 


The chancellor urged the necessity^ to 
do everything in Germany's power in'or- 
der to 'manufacture 
the war 
material, 
saying: 
"Hands that are idle assist the 
enemy." 


The bill he continued, had been dis- 
cu.ssed with the interested trades and in 
the reichstag maijo committee and was 
in harmony with 
the 
patriotic 
spirit 
shown by the whole nation since the be- 
ginning of the war. 


"On behalf of the confederated govern- 
ments," the chancellor continued, "I ask 
vou to assist in the work 
which

isring us new strength and guide us to- 
ward victory and peace."

S PRICES 


Oil City. Pa., Nov. 30.—Northwestern 
Pennsylvania refineries have in the past 
month advanced the price of fuel oil from 
cents a gallon to 5% cents a gallon. 
This advance has been caused by the use 
of the oil in the great steel plants at 
Pittsburg, Youngstown, O., Sharon, Pa., 
and other steel centers. 


Refineries in Oil City and vicinity are 
turning away orders at present for the 
heavy grades of oil that gre usually sold 
at cost. 
So great is the demand that 
crude oil is being shipped from Oklahoma 
to supply the refineries in this section. 
If this petroleum product can be obtained 
in sufficient quantities to warrant Its 
continued use some of the mills declare 
they will entirely do away with coal for 
fuel.

Tokio, Oct. 30.—(Correspondence 
of 
The Associated Press.)—The heroism of 
Verdun will be commemorated by the 
emperor of Japan, who will send to the 
French city a Japanese sword newlj»- 
wrought by the leading swordsmith of 
the nation. 


The sword is of the kind known as 
' "Efu-no-tachi," used by the warriors of 
ancient Japan solely on the battlefield 
and is accordingly thought 
an 
ideal 
gift for honoring the martial spirit and 
bravery of Verdmi. 


The swordsmith is Yagoro Gassan of 
•• - Osaka, believed the best of the contem- 
pi porary experts of the art in Japan. 
It 
i was he who fashioned the sword worn 
by the emperor on the occasion of the 
coronation or consecration ceremony in 
Kioto last year. 
The sword-guard and 
other accessories will be made of pure 
f 
old with 
raised 
work 
representing 
owers, vines and other figures. On the 
' upper part of the hilt the imperial crest 
of the chrysanthemum in gold is to bo 
covered with mother-of-pear] and mount- 
ed with gold lacquer designs. The sheath 
and hilt are to be sculptured by master 
artists while the sword-guard and otlicr 
metal accessories will be produced by 
well-known goldsmiths. 


The sword is expected to be ready 
about the spring of next year when it 
will be presented to the city of Verdun 
through President Poincaré.

This was the smallest gridiron fatality 
ist in many years, nine having died from 
.njuries last year; 15 in 1914. and more 
n previous year?, before new rules opened 
up the game. 


Casualties in the years when old style 


mass formation football was played were 
much higher than in late years. 


It is notable, that no deaths resulted 


this year on big college elevens where the 
men are trained to the minute and in 
perfect condition. 


The ages of the young players who paid 


their lives for their teams ranged be- 
tween fifteen and twenty-two years. 


Year after year tbc football rules com- 


mittee has tried to eliminate the dan- 
gerous clement in football. 


The open game, abolition cf the old 


flying and revolving wedge, tho barring 
of heavy sole-leather headgear and pen- 
alties against roughing, illegal tackling 
and hurdling have done much to make 
football a safe game. 


But it seems impossible to remove al 


the danger. So long as players go inti 
the gamc untrained and in poor condition 
there win be injuries, some of them fatal.

BIGGEST BRAIN IN AMERICA IS A MACHINE-CALCULATES THINGS 


YEARS BEFORE THEY HAPPEN. 


Tokio, Oct. 30.—(Correspondence of 


The Associated Press.)—The heroism of 
Verdun will be commemorated by the 
emperor of Japan, who will send to the 
Trench city a -Japanese sword newly 
wrought by the leading swords-inith of 
the nation. 


The sword is of the kind known as 


"Efu-no-taehi," used by the warriors of 
ancient Japan solely on the battlefield 
and is accordingly thought 
nn 
ideal 


gift for honoring the martial spirit and 
bravery of Verdun. 


The'swordsmith is Yagoro Oassan of 


Osaka,'believed the best of the contem- 
porary experts of the art in .lapan. It 
vas he who fashioned thi> sword worn 
by the emperor on the occasion of the 
coronation or consecration ceremony in 
Kioto last year. The sword-piard and 
other accessories will be made of pure 
gold with 
raised 
work 
representing 


flowers, vines and other fijrurcs. 
On the 


upper part of the hilt, the imperial cre^t 
of the chrysanthemum in gold is to |:e 
covered with mother-of-pearl and nuiiiiii - 
crl wit!i gold lacquer dc>iii;iis. The sheath, 
and hilt arc to be sculptured by master 
artists while the sword-guard and oth.T 
metal accessories will be produced by 
well-known goldsmith-i. 


The sword is expected to he ready 


about .the spring of next yrar when it. 
will be presented to the city of Verdun 
through President I'oincare.

Verdun and other Kiiropean bal.tlefieliU. 
The underlying idea is that the rising 
generation is too prone to think that 
Japanese valor and patriotism is the 
greatest, if not the only real, patriotism 
in the world. To broaden the minds of 
the young on this subject and give them 
i truer conception of world courage, ed- 
ucational leaders are daily presenting 
Ihe deeds of valor of JCiirnne.
